Morphine  Substitutes  Described. — Dr. 
E.  Walton,  M.Sc.  (the  Wellcome  Chemical 
Works)  gave  a  lecture  on  "  Morphine  Sub- 
stitutes "  to  a  meeting  of  the  North  Metro- 
politan Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  recently.  Morphine  addicts,  he  said, 
took  up  to  300  times  the  normal  dose  of  the 
drug.  Metaphon,  a  morphine  substitute, 
which  had  been  reported' upon  in  the  Ameri- 
can Press  during  the  war,  had  no  undesir- 
able effects  and  gave  a  prolonged  analgesia. 
Of  the  synthetic  substitutes,  pethidine,  he 
said,  and  Hoechst  10820  were  the  most  im- 
portant. Pethidine,  largely  used  in  mid- 
wifery, was  free  from  toxic  effects  to  mother 
and  child,  and  was  rapidly  destroyed  by  the 
liver.  Amidone,  or  Hoechst  10820,  was  a 
five  to  ten  times  better  analgesic  than  mor- 
phine, with  one-fifth  to  one-half  of  the 
spasmolytic  effect  of  morphine.  It  had  been 
shown,  however,  that  its  pain  threshold  rose 
with  continued  dosage.  In  the  discussion 
which  followed  Dr.  Wrigley  said  investiga- 
tions on  pethidine  had  been  done  on  mor- 
phine addicts  in  the  U.S.A.  where  it  was 
found  that  the  drug  was  less  likely  to  pro- 
duce addiction  than  codeine.

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DAMAGES  AGAINST  VETERINARY  SERUM  MAKEll 

Cattle  sickness  attributed  to  "  something  wrong  with  toxoid, 
not  to  idiosyncrasy  in  the  animals  ' ' 

Technical  evidence  regarding  the  prepara- 
tion of  a  toxoid  of  a  type  used  for  inoculat- 
ing cattle  against  summer  mastitis  was  given 
at  Chester  Assizes  on  November  i,  at  the 
resumed  hearing  of  an  action  by  two  farmer 
brothers  (Robert  and  Frank  Dodd,  Nant- 
wich),  who  claimed  damages  for  breach  of 
contract  against  the  partnership  of  Wilson 
&  McWilliam,  veterinary  surgeons,  Nant- 
wich.  In  the  action,  plaintiffs  had 
alleged  that,  following  inoculations  carried 
out  by  the  defendant  veterinary  surgeons  on 
eighty  cows  and  heifers  at  the  plaintiffs'  two 
farms  on  July  9,  sixty  of  the  beasts  became 
ill.  There  was  no  allegation  of  negligence 
against  the  veterinary  surgeons,  who  were, 
in  fact,  still  acting  for  the  brothers  Dodd. 
Defendants  had  joined,  as  third  parties  in 
the  action,  the  suppliers  from  whom  they 
obtained  the  toxoid  (Willington  Medicals, 
Ltd.),  and  the  company  in  turn,  had  joined 
as  fourth  parties  the  manufacturers,  Phylax 
Serum  Laboratories,  Ltd.)  Mr.  Robert 
Dodd,  in  his  evidence,  had  stated  that,  dur- 
ing a  talk  with  Mr.  McWilliam,  the  latter 
had  informed  him  that  he  could  not  guar- 
antee the  injections  would  either  cure  or 
prevent  summer  mastitis,  but  that  at  any 
rate  they  could  do  no  harm.  When  Mr. 
McWilliam  went  into  the  box,  counsel  for 
the  third  and  fourth  parties  emphasised  that 
they  made  no  allegations  of  negligence 
against  the  veterinary  surgeons.  The  wit- 
ness was  of  the  opinion  that  the  sickness 
in  the  beasts  was  due  to  the  injections. 

Expert  evidence  was  given  at  the  resumed 
hearing  by  Professor  G.  H.  Wooldridge 
(Emeritus  Professor  of  Medicine,  London 
Veterinary  College  and  consultant  adviser 
to  the  British  Dairy  Fanners'  Association) 
in  whose  mind  there  was  no  doubt  that  the 
trouble  was  caused  by  toxic  material. 

Mr.  Frank  Josell  Gould  (managing  direc- 
tor of  Willington  Medicals,  Ltd.)  said  his 
company  did  not  manufacture  toxoids.  The 
toxoids  in  the  case  were  procured  from 
Phylax,  Ltd.,  and  sold  in  his  company's 
name — a  common  practice  in  the  pharma- 
ceutical world.  There  had  been  no  previous 
complaints  about  the  toxoids,  although  his 
firm  had  sold  many  hundreds  of  bottles  to 
veterinary  surgeons.  Following  requests  for 
a  preventive  for  summer  mastitis  his  firm 
had  consulted  Dr.  Csonka  (a  director  of 
Phylax,  Ltd.)  a  former  Director  of  tlie  State 
Laboratories,  Budapest,  Hungary,  and  a 
number  of  bottles  of  the  toxoid  were  bought 


from  Phylax,  Ltd.    So  far  as  his  comp| 

was  concerned  the  toxoids  were  merely 
sold  to  veterinary  surgeons.  He  had 
informed  Mr.  Wilson  that  his  comi 
manufactured  the  toxoids. 

Expert  evidence  on  the  process  of 
paring  toxoids  was  given  by  Dr.  Ji| 
Csonka  (the  director  mentioned) 
stressed  that  there  had  been  no  prevj 
complaints  that  the  toxoid  had  an  ill-ef 
on  cattle.  He  recalled  making  new 
on  several  bottles  of  toxoids  from  the  hi 
supplied  to  Willington  Medicals,  Ltd. 
the  incidents  at  the  fanns,  and  his  tests! 
not  reveal  the  s>'mptoms  displayed  in 
cattle.  In  cross-examination,  he  saidl 
used  two  guinea-pigs  and  two  mice  forf 
tests,  and  did  not  agree  that  five  guiij 
pigs  would  have  given  a  greater  sa| 
margin.

There  was  a  powerful  and  convincing  bcl 
of  evidence  that,  if  tlie  s>-mptoms  had  bf 
due  to  anaphylaxis,  the  sickness  would  h? 
been  more  quickly  apparent  in  some  of 
animals,  whereas  they  did  not  reveal  the 
selves  until  half  an  hour  after  the  injectiol 
He  was  convinced  in  his  own  mind  til 
the  sickness  was  caused  by  something  wrol 
with  the  toxoid,  not  the  animals.    He  thef 
fore  gave  judgment  for  the  plaintiffs 
against  the  defendant  veterinary  surgecl 
for  £3,341  i8s.  6d.,  with  costs;  (b)  for  c| 
fendants  against  Willington  Medicals,  Ltf 
with  costs ;  and  (c)  for  Willington  Medical 
Ltd.,  against  Phylax  Serum  Laboratorij

|lmportant  Judgment 

'he  judgment  of  Mr.  Justice  Wynn- 
in  the  "  friendly "  test  action  (pp. 
I,  597)  forms  a  valuable  elucidation  of 
lain  ambiguities  in  the  Pharmacy  and 
licines  Act  of  1941.  Comment  must 
>rovisional  till  it  is  known  whether  either

or  two  remarks  may  appropriately  be 
le.  The  plaintiffs  and  the  defendant 
liety  are  to  be  congratulated  on  their 
[ction  of  questions  for  the  learned  judge's 
ision.  A  court  case  is  by  far  the  best 
of  clearing  up  obscurities  in  Acts  of 
[•liament  and  in  Statutory  Rules  and 
lers.  It  is  regrettable  that  the  Poisons 
les  of  1935  have  not  been  tackled  by 
method.  I  should  like  to  emphasise 
ir  observation  that  "  the  decisions  [of  the 
\ge]  should  very  guardedly  be  extended 
other  labels  of  an  apparently  similar 
iracter."  It  cannot  be  too  clearly  under- 
)d  that  a  court  of  law  can  only  deal 
[h  what  is  before  it.  Learned  judges  and 
counsel  appearing  before  them  have 
iasionally  been  known  to  propound  legal 
lundrums  with  a  bearing,  near  or  less 
jtn  near,  on  the  case  on  which  they  were 
jaged  ;  but  when  the  time  for  a  decision 
Is  reached,  the  issue  was  narrowed  to 
fccific  questions.  Hence  any  manufac- 
pers  in  doubt  as  to  the  wording  of  any 
their  labels  will  be  wise  to  study  the 
:id  judgment  of  Mr.  Justice  Wynn-Parry. 

e  F.B.I.  Advises

Industrialists  who  read  their 
de  papers  with  less  attention  than  they 
e  to  their  daily  papers — I  trust  there  are 
t  many  industrialists  to  be  thus  described 
may  overlook  this  statement  of  a  con- 
ered  policy.     Every  sentence  that  you 
ve  quoted  bears  the  stamp  of  men  who 
ow.    We  have  often  been  told  that  know- 
ge  is  power.    Unhappily,  as  those  who 
ve  to  deal  with  officials  in  high  places  are 
are,  it  is  not  equally  true  that  power  is 
nowledge.    The  presentation  of  facts  in 
le  Committee's  report  is  unbiassed  and  the 
tasons  given  for  the  formation  of  advisory 
Duncils,  when  this  kind  of  contact  is  desired 
y  a  Minister,  are  convincing.  Councils 
that  nature,  with  clearly  defined  func- 
ons.  would  form  an  appropriate  addition 


to  the  means  of  liaison  already  existing. 
Working  with  the  full  consent  of  both 
parties  to  their  establishment,  they  would 
not  be  in  much  danger  of  the  over-organisa- 
tion which  is  a  recurring  risk. 

Legislation  on  Weights  and  Measures 

Few  people,  I  suppose,  have  of  late  been 
kept  awake  at  night  by  reflecting  on  what 
has  just  been  called  the  "  chaotic  "  state  of 
legislation  on  British  weights  and  measures 
(p.  595).  It  is  not  surprising  that  no  hope 
of  an  early  inquiry  into  the  subject  was 
forthcoming  in  reply  to  a  question  in  the 
House  of  Commons.  When  Parliament  has 
been  induced  to  move  in  this  matter,  it  has 
proceeded  with  a  marked  avoidance  of 
haste.  One  instance  will  suffice.  In  March 
I7s8  a  House  of  Commons  committee  was 
ordered  to  inquire  and  report  concerning 
the  standard  weights  and  measures  then  in 
use.  Though  this  committee  finished  its 
work  without  much  delay,  another  commit- 
tee was  appointed  in  December  of  the  same 
year  to  go  over  the  same  ground.  After 
rather  more  than  four  months  this  body's 
report  was  adopted  by  the  House.  For 
some  reason,  however — the  accession  of 
George  III  has  been  suggested  as  the  main 
factor — further  steps  were  not  taken  till 
1765,  when  a  series  of  resolutions  was  re- 
ferred to  a  committee  of  the  whole  House. 
This  procedure  appears  to  have  been  a  con- 
venient way  of  shelving  the  question ;  at 
any  rate,  no  other  move  of  any  importance 
was  made  till  18 18,  when  six  commissioners 
were  nominated  for  the  purpose  of  consider- 
ing the  British  system  of  weights  and  mea- 
sures afresh.  The  six  reported  to  a  select 
committee,  which  in  turn  reported  to  the 
House  in  1821.  "The  Annual  Register" 
and  "  The  Gentlemen's  Magazine  "  for  the 
year  printed  extensive  passages  from  the 
committee's  report  (possibly  the  whole  of 
it),  stating  inter  alia  that  the  specific  gravity 
of  "  clear  water  of  the  Thames  "  was  to 
distilled  water  as  1.0006  to  i.o.

An  act  "  for  ascertaining  and 
establishing  Uniformity  of  Weights  and 
Measures"  was  passed  in  1824;  but  pro- 
gress continued  to  be  slow,  and  many  more 
investigations  were  undertaken  before,  in 
1844,  the  weight  of  the  standard  pound  was 
fixed.

If  I  had  to  express,  in  a  word,  the 
essentials  of  our  present  policy,  it  would  be, 
I  think,  the  retention  and  development, 
through  the  pharmacist,  of  legitimate  busi- 
ness. In  the  application  of  that  policy,  I 
can  say,  with  considerable  assurance,  that 
the  Council  is  of  one  mind  in  its  determina- 
tion to  provide  a  genuine  service  to  the 
public  and  thus  safeguard  the  best  interest 
of  all  concerned. 

Mr.  Mallinson  briefly  outlined  the 
origin  and  development  of  the  Federation 
and  said  the  honour  conferred  on  the 
Federation  in  the  form  of  a  most  generous 
gift  of  the  president's  insignia  of  office, 
was  a  source  of  great  satisfaction  to  him.

15-SECOND  PHOTOGRAPHS 

An  apparatus  which  can  project  photo- 
graphs on  to  a  screen  fifteen  seconds  after 
they  are  taken  was  demonstrated  in 
Rochester,  U.S.A.,  recently.  The  apparatus, 
which  was  developed  during  the  war  by 
Eastman  Kodak  Co.,  for  a  secret  process, 
consists  of  a  combined  camera,  processing 
cabinet  and  projector.  It  is  an  automatic 
instrument  using  special  i6-mm.  film,  and 
provides  continuous  "  exposure-to-projec- 
tion photography."  The  instrument  pulls 
the  film-strip  intermittently  along  a  track 
inside  a  camera.  At  intervals  a  photograph 
is  made  of  objects  before  the  lens,  and  the 
film  is  moved  to  bring  a  new  frame  into 
position.  Meanwhile,  a  bottomless  cup 
descends  on  to  the  section  of  exposed  film, 
and  a  few  drops  of  hot  solutions  are 
squirted  in  sequence  on  to  the  film.  Because 
of  the  comparatively  high  temperature  (140° 
F.),  processing  is  completed  in  about  nine 
seconds,  and  the  chemicals  are  then  cleared 
from  the  film  by  vacuum.  The  nearly-dry 
photographic  image,  a  direct  positive  pic- 
ture, is  then  pulled  to  the  projection  system 
where  air  pressure  completes  the  drying, 
cools  the  film,  and  holds  it  flat  during  imme- 
diate projection  on  the  screen.  The  com- 
plete cycle  from  exposure  to  projection  is 
repeated  every  fifteen  seconds,  and  the 
record  is  permanent. 
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N.P.U.  SILVER  JUBILEE  CONFERENCE 

Delegates  deliberate  on  fifty  resolutions  and  decide  the  Union's  pel 
for  the  coming  year.  Board  of  Trade  spokesman  is  guest  at  lunche( 


Opening  the  Silver  Jubilee  Conference  of 
the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union  held 
recently  in  London,  Mr.  H.  A.  Steinman 
(chairman)  paid  tribute  to  Mr.  Mallinson 
(secretary)  and  to  Messrs.  John  French, 
John  Hague,  and  A.  R.  Melhuish  (treasurer), 
all  founder  members  of  the  Executive. 

Mr.  Steinman  reviewed  the  history  of 
the  N.P.U.  during  its  twenty-five  years  of 
existence  (see  C.  D.,  June  i,  p.  685)  and 
the  scope  of  its  activities. 

Motion  of  Confidence 

A  resolution  expressing  complete  confi- 
dence in  Mr.  Mallinson  and  the  N.P.U.  was 
proposed. 

Mr.  J.  L.  Hirst,  Liverpool,  said  that  he 
was  rather  intrigued  that  a  resolution  of 
this  nature  should  be  put  at  the  beginning 
of  the  agenda  instead  of  at  the  end,  as  was 
usually  the  case.  If  it  were  at  the  beginning 
of  the  agenda,  why  were  they  there  at  all? 
— Mr.  Mallinson  could  not  see  why  they 
could  not  express  confidence  in  the  N.P.U. 
and  then  proceed  to  tell  the  Executive 
what  to  do.  The  resolution  was  carried 
unanimously. 

Delegates*  Expenses 

A  resolution  was  proposed  that  provision 
should  be  made  for  the  expenses  of  a  locum 
if  required  by  a  delegate  attending  con- 
ferences. Mr.  Mothersdale,  Middles- 
brough, said  the  idea  was  to  encourage  the 
chemist  to  act  as  a  delegate.  Mr.  Perry, 
Romford,  asked  for  an  amendment  provid- 
ing that  the  person  engaged  as  such  should 
be  recognised  as  a  locum  and  not  a  person 
transferred  from  one  branch  to  another. 
The  Secretary  answered  that  it  would  be 
very  difficult  for  the  Union  to  carry  out  such 
a  resolution  because  there  were  not  the  men 
available.  It  would  be  administratively 
difficult  for  headquarters  to  check  demands 
made  by  members  in  regard  to  a  locum  ser- 
vice. He  foresaw  arguments.  Mr.  Clubb, 
Liverpool,  supported  Mr.  Mallinson.  The 
amendment  was  withdrawn  and  the  resolu- 
tion lost 

Resolutions  that  the  N.P.U.  should  re- 
institute  a  locum  service  for  its  members  at 
the  earliest  possible  moment,  and  that  the 
present  N.P.U.  locum  panel  should  be  pub- 
licised and  increased  as  soon  as  possible, 
were  accepted.  The  following  resolutions 
were  then  considered :  "That  the  N.P.U. 
should  take  all  possible  steps  to  ensure  that 


there  is  a  qualified  chemist  on  the  staff* 
pricing  bureaux  who  should  be  the  Supei 
tendent."  The  resolution  was  carri

Shares  in  Provident  Society 

Mr.  CollinSj  Birkenhead,  proposed  t 
the  maximum  number  of  shares  that  mi 
be  held   in  the  Sickness  and  Provid 
Society  should  be  the  lowest  number  ne 
sary  to  allow  a  member  to  draw  the  J.l 
scale  wage  for  a  locum.    The  Secrete 
said  that  at  the  present  time  the  Soci 
provided  benefits  up  to  £6  per  week, 
go  up  to  the  J. I.e.  scale  would  be  to  go 
£7  I  OS.  per  week.    That  would  mean  t 
instead  of  the  present  twelve  shares  th 
would  have  to  be  fifteen.

mittee  to  work  with  the  consultant  and  to 
direct  him  about  technical  data.  The  report 
would  come  before  the  meeting  of  the 
Negotiating  Committee.  The  object  of  the 
data  was  to  assess  the  value  of  the  pharma- 
cist's services  to  the  community  as  a  phar- 
macist and  find  out  what  it  costs  to  do  a 
job  of  dispensing  in  the  pharmacy.  They 
were  advised  that  it  would  be  necessary  to 
have  figures  accepted  from  a  suitable  pro- 
portion of  their  members.  Something  like 
20  per  cent,  of  N.P.U.  members  would  be 
asked  to  give  data  concerning  the  cost  of 
the  dispensing  service. 

A  liaison  committee  with  the  British 
Medical  Association  had  been  arranged  to 
confer  with  representatives  of  the  Joint 
Committee  on  a  National  Pharmaceutical 
Service  on  matters  of  common  interest.  The 
N.P.U.,  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and  the 
employees  were  represented  on  the  Com- 
mittee. The  doctors  did  not  want  to  be  tied 
down  to  a  Ministry  of  Health  formulary. 
A  modified  B.P.C.  formulary  had  been  sug- 
gested as  preferable.  The  doctors  were 
concerned  as  to  how  dispensing  would  be 
done  in  rural  areas.  Mr.  Mallinson,  on  behalf 
of  the  pharmacists  in  practice,  had  said  that 
chemists  would  be  prepared  to  give  the  ser- 
vice everywhere  in  the  country,  and  would 
arrange  plans  for  the  areas  so  that  the  ser- 
vice might  be  given. 

Mr.  Clubb,  Liverpool,  proposed  a  vote 
of  confidence  in  the  Joint  Committee  and 
a  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr.  Tristram. 

Remuneration 

A  resolution  that,  under  the  proposed 
National  Health  Service,  the  remuneration 
to  the  chemist  should  be  adequate,  was 
carried.  Mr.  Appleby,  Nottingham,  pro- 
posed that  the  N.P.U.  quarterly  price  list 
should  be  the  basis  of  any  future  contract 
with  the  Ministry  of  Health.  The  resolu- 
tion was  carried. 

A  resolution  that  the  scale  of  dispensing 
fees  should  be  revised  and  brought  up  to 
date  and  in  line  with  present  day  expen- 
diture was  withdrawn.  Also  withdrawn  was 
a  resolution  that  all  pharmacy  organisations 
should  discuss  the  terms  of  contract  to  be 
made  with  the  Ministry  of  Health  and,  if 
agreement  could  not  be  reached,  all  con- 
tractors should  be  entitled  to  express  their 
views  by  a  referendum.  It  was  next  pro- 
posed that  the  N.P.U.  should  be  asked  to 
agitate  for  a  greater  pharmaceutical  repre- 
sentation on  the  Executive  Councils  under 
the  National  Health  Service  (i.e.,  four 
members  instead  of  two).  The  resolution 
was  carried  with  an  amendment  that  the 
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N.P.U.  should  "  continue  to  agitate."  A 
resolution  that  the  N.P.U.  quarterly  list 
should  be  increased  in  scope  to  cover  all 
drugs,  etc.,  and  National  Health  Insurance 
and  National  War  formulas  in  common  use 
was  carried  with  the  omission  of  all  words 
after  "  etc." 

A  motion  that  the  ultimate  possibility  of 
non-co-operation  and  absolute  rejection  of 
unsatisfactory  terms  must  be  prepared  for 
was  also  carried. 

Two  resolutions  relating  to  minimum  fees 
payable  to  chemists  under  the  new  Health 
Scheme  and  revision  of  the  N.P.U.  price 
list  to  meet  increased  business  expenditure 
by  retail  chemists  were  both  withdrawn. 

C.F.  Supplies  to  Drug  Stores 

A  resolution  that  a  datum  line  should  be 
fixed  for  the  cessation  of  supply  of  C.F. 
goods  to  businesses  converted  to  drug  stores 
during  the  war  was  moved  by  a  Leeds  dele- 
gate and  seconded  by  a  delegate  from 
Coventry.  The  Secretary  agreed  that  a 
datum  line  should  be  fixed,  but  said  that  it 
could  safely  be  left  to  the  C.F.  Council. 
The  resolution  was  carried. 

Chemists'  Federation  Scheme 

Mr.  Richards,  Merthyr  Tydfil,  proposed 
that  the  Conference  should  urge  the  N.P.U. 
to  prosecute  the  C.F.  scheme  to  its  utmost 
capacity.  The  motion  was  carried  un- 
animously. 

Mr.  Tomlinson  moved  that  C.F.  pre- 
parations should  carry  a  minimum  profit  of 
33i  per  cent,  on  retail  sale,  and  that  in 
return  chemists  should  give  a  full  measure 
of  preference  to  all  C.F,  products.  Mr. 
Cronin,  Manchester,  seconded.  The  Secre- 
tary stated  that  several  C.F.  manufac- 
turers had  expressed  a  desire  to  increase 
their  profits,  but  the  Prices  of  Goods  Act 
had  not  allowed  them  to  do  so.  Recently  at 
C.F.  meetings  they  had  been  insisting  on 
3/5^  per  cent,  on  all  new  lines. 

A  resolution  was  passed  that  the  makers 
of  a  well-known  brand  of  antiseptic  should 
be  approached  with  regard  to  inclusion  in 
the  C.F.  list. 

"  That  all  manufacturers  of  any  article 
place  on  the  C.F.  List  shall  agree  not  to 
remove  that  article  from  the  list  for  a  period 
of  ten-fifteen  years  "  was  moved  by  a 
delegate  from  Rhondda,  who  said  that  it 
was  no  good  building  up  the  sale  of  a  pro- 
duct and  then  having  it  taken  off  the  list. 
The  motion  was  withdrawn  after  discussion. 

A  resolution  "  That  loans  with  or  without 
interest  be  accepted  for  the  N.P.U.  Business 
Purchase  and  Guarantee  Fund  at  a  lower 
figure  than  £ioo  (not  necessarily  qualifying 


for  membership  if  below  £ioo)"  moved 
Mr.  Wright,  Peterborough,  and  second 
by  Mr.  Bring,  Peterborough,  was  agree 
as  was  a  resolution  that  prospective  sell 
of  businesses  should  be  encouraged  to  g 
advance  information  to  the  N.P.U.

TAX  OFFENCES  ADMITTED 

A  MANUFACTURING  chcmist,  Albert  Kenwyn 
Balch,  15  Albert  Road,  Caversham,  Read- 
ing, was  fined  £120,  with  £15  15s.  costs,  at 
Clerkenwell,  London,  magistrates'  court,  on 
November  5,  on  three  charges  of  failing  to 
furnish  purchase-tax  returns  covering 
periods  up  to  September  30.  He  admitted 
the  offences.  For  the  Customs  and  Excise, 
it  was  stated  that  Balch  had  conducted  a 
business  as  a  research  chemist  at  Cardiff, 
had  traded  as  Williams,  Balch  &  Co.,  at 
Buchanan  Buildings,  London,  E.C.i,  and 
had  manufactured  toilet  goods  and  drugs  at 
350  Walworth  Road,  London,  S.E.17.  He 
had  made  repeated  promises  to  send  the 
returns  and  make  the  payments,  all  of  them 
plausible,  some  verbal  and  some  in  writing. 
Summonses  against  him  could  not  be  served, 
and  a  warrant  had  had  to  be  issued  for  his 
arrest.  Every  opportunity  had  been  given 
to  him  to  settle  the  matter,  but  he  had  de- 
liberately placed  every  obstacle  in  the  way. 
Counsel  read  a  long  letter  written  by  Balch 
in  which  he  said  he  was  conscious  that 
undertakings  made  by  him  had  not  been 
carried  out. 

Reasons  For  Failure 

He  blamed  insufficient  capital,  illness, 
lack  of  interest  on  the  part  of  trusted  em- 
ployees, and  "  bad  faith  on  the  part  of  some 
suppliers,"  for  his  failure  to  carry  out  his 
obligations.  He  also  referred  to  "  unscru- 
pulous people  "  who  had  tried  to  secure 
either  his  business  or  his  downfall.  Balch 
told  the  magistrate  that  he  had  tackled 
the  business  at  a  time  when  he  ought  not 
to  have  done  so.  He  was  given  the  alter- 
native of  two  months'  imprisonment  on  each 
charge,  and  allowed  fourteen  day  in  which 
to  pay.

plied  for  the  use  of  a  particular  person, 
ng  an  article  prescribed  by  reference  to 
needs  of  that  person,  and  supplied  on 
in  accordance  with  a  prescription  given 
a  registered  medical  practitioner."  As 
s  clause  has  the  force  of  law,  its  impli- 
ions  call  for  careful  consideration  by 
mists,  all  the  more  so  because  the  Order 
1944  contains  a  similar  clause  and  might 
claimed  as  a  precedent.  Under  the  clause 
rescription  for  medicated  confectionery 
comes  virtually  a  legal  document,  but 
like  other  prescriptions  that  have  under- 
e  the  same  transformation  (e.g.  prescrip- 
ns  for  "  dangerous  drugs  "),  not  all  the 
nsequences  implicit  in  the  Order  have 
en  made  clear,  in  fact  it  has  been  issued 
an  unfinished  state.    While  it  would  be 
ipid  to  control  the  supply  of  a  simple  but 
irce  medicament  with  an  iron  grip  like  the 


Dangerous  Drugs  Regulations,  the  legal 
position  of  the  parties  involved  should  be 
described  in  sufficient  detail  to  remove  con- 
fusion. As  the  clause  stands,  chemists  are 
left  in  doubt  on  a  formidable  list  of  ques- 
tions, among  which  are  the  following:  — 

(1)  What  form  does  the  Minister  of  Food 
mean  the  "  prescription  "  to  take  (e.g.  if 
the  date  is  omitted,  is  the  prescription 
on  that  account  invalid?)? 

(2)  Can  the  preparation  be  "  made  up  "  by 
a  non-pharmacist? 

(3)  Can  the  prescription  be  repeated  ;  if  so, 
how  many  times,  and  if  not,  who  keeps 
the  prescription? 

(4)  What  records  have  to  be  kept? 

(5)  Should  chemists  forward  the  prescrip- 
tion or  records  to  any  authority? 

(6)  Is  there  to  be  an  inspection  to  see  that 
the  transactions  are  conducted  as  the 
Minister  of  Food  intends? 

(7)  Are  chemists  subject  to  penalty  for  in- 
fringement of  regulations? 

(8)  How  may  these  preparations  be  sup- 
plied to  patients  in  hospital? 

(9)  Is  any  particular  form  required  for 
National  Health  Insurance  prescriptions? 
It  is  useful  to  note  that  the  Commissioners 

of  Customs  and  Excise,  in  dealing  with  free- 
dom from  purchase-tax  of  appliances  pre- 
scribed by  a  doctor,  lay  down  several  speci- 
fications of  the  form  of  the  prescription  and 
transaction,  penalty  for  non-compliance  be- 
ing that  tax  is  charged.  Chemists  who,  as  a 
profession,  have  devised,  on  their  own  initia- 
tive, equitable  systems  of  distributing  scarce 
substances  (e.g.,  glucose),  do  not  need 
always  to  be  bound  up  with  red  tape,  but 
if  they  must  be  governed  by  Orders,  it  is 
surely  the  responsibility  of  Ministers  to 
see  that  the  Orders  are  drafted  by  persons 
possessing  an  intimate  knowledge  of  the 
practice  of  pharmacy.  While  the  amend- 
ment does  at  last  remove  anomalies  of  the 
"  therapeutic  dose  "  factor  contained  in 
previous  Orders,  to  which  attention  was 
drawn  in  these  columns  in  1942  (January 
31,  p.  145)  ;  and  while  there  are  few  phar- 
macists in  fear  of  penalties  over  the  ques- 
tion, we  feel  that  the  clause  calls  for  a 
little  interpretation,  on  which,  however,  the 
Ministry,  is  not  helpful,  only  stating  that 
to  interpret  its  own  Orders  is  outside  its 
province,  and  a  matter  for  the  Courts. 
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The  Fall  in  Mercury 

The  reduction  in  the  price  of  mercury  by 
£5  per  flask,  announced  last  week  (p.  609) 
brings  the  value  of  this  important  metal 
somewhat  nearer  to  the  quotations  now 
ruling  in  world  markets.  A  further  reduc- 
tion in  price  may  be  expected  to  come 
naturally  as  a  result  of  cheaper  offerings 
from  the  sources  of  Spanish  and  Italian 
material,  and  it  is  thought  that  a  price  level 
of  about  £20  per  flask  may  well  be  reached 
in  due  course.  As  recently  noted  in  these 
columns,  mercury  presents  a  confused  pic- 
ture in  the  American  market,  with  low- 
priced  offerings  of  Italian  material  tending 


to  force  down  prices  for  domestically-p 
duced  metal.  The  unknown  factor  in 
present  situation  is  the  size  of  the  sto< 
held  by  the  Government,  but  it  is  presum 
that  these  are  not  now  more  than  enou 
for  a  few  months'  supply.  It  may  be 
duced  from  the  text  of  the  Board  of  Tr 
notice,  published  last  week  (p.  609),  that 
is  the  intention  to  liquidate  officially-h 
stocks  at  an  early  date  or,  conversely, 
retain  these  supplies  against  emergencies,

Penicillin  Publication 

In  presenting  the  report  of  the  Publica- 
tions Committee,  Mr.  W.  Deacon  (chair- 
man), called  attention  to  the  Society's 
newly  published  work  on  penicillin.  Pro- 
fessor DiLLiNG  congratulated  the  Society 
and  the  Editor  on  its  excellence. 

Central  War  Committee's  Final  Report 

The  Council  received  from  the  Central 
Pharmaceutical  War  Committee,  with  the 
minutes  of  its  last  meeting,  held  on  October 
14,  a  final  report  on  the  work  that  the 
Committee  had  done  in  its  seven  years  and 
nine  months,  I9'3Q-46,  of  existence.  The 
President  stated  that  he  had  received  a 
letter  of  thanks  and  appreciation  from  the 
Minister  of  Health. 

Examination  Results 

A  report  of  the  Society's  examinations  in 
England  and  Wales,  held  in  September- 
October  1946,  showed  that  thirty-nine  can- 
didates had  entered  for  the  Intermediate 
examination ;  sixteen  had  failed,  thirteen 
were  referred,  and  ten  passed.  Of  forty- 
two  who  sat  for  a  referred  subject,  twenty 
passed  and  twenty- two  were  again  referred. 
In  the  Chemist  and  Druggist  Qualifying 
examination  fifty-one  candidates  had 
entered  ;  four  were  absent,  twenty-four 
failed,  nine  were  referred,  and  fourteen 
passed.  Twenty-three  out  of  twenty-nine 
candidates  sat  for  a  referred  subject,  and 
six  were  again  referred.  In  the  inter- 
mediate examination  in  Scotland  in  Octo- 
ber, the  number  of  entrants  was  forty-four  ;

Twenty-five 
out  of  thirty-two  entrants  passed  in  a 
referred  subject,  and  seven  were  again 
referred, 
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Examiners*  Annual  Report 

The  Education  Cammittee  reeeived  and 
authorised  for  pubUcation  the  comments  of 
the  board  of  examiners  on  the  Society's 
examinations  held  in  England  and  Wales  in 
1946. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Educa- 
tion Committee,  it  was  resolved  that 
approval  of  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Pharmacy  of  the  University  of  London 
under  Regulation  28  should  be  continued 
for  degrees  obtained  under  the  revised 
regulations. 

Expenditure  of  the  College 

Mr.  W.  S.  Howells,  who  presented  the 
report  of  the  Joint  School  Committee,  stated 
that  the  University  had  agreed  to  increase 
the  grant  to  the  College  for  recurrent  expen- 
diture for  1946-4.7  to  £12,000,  and  in  con- 
veying this  decision  had  quoted  a  statement 
from  the  University  Grants  Committee  that 
"  The  estimated  expenditure  for  1946-47  of 
the  College  was  taken  into  account  on  the 
understanding  that  any  conditions  laid 
down  by  the  Court  and  the  Senate  of  the 
University  for  the  development  of  the 
College  as  a  School  of  the  University  will 
be  accepted  by  the  Society."  He  moved 
that  the  dean  and  secretary  should  prepare 
a  draft  scheme  for  reconstitution  of  the 
governing  body  for  submission  to  the  Aca- 
demic Board  and  the  Joint  School  Com- 
mittee. Mr.  F.  G.  Wells  suggested  that 
a  decision  should  be  deferred,  since  the 
statement  read  appeared  to  imply  that  any 
conditions  laid  down  by  the  University  must 
be  accepted  by  the  Society.  Mr.  H.  M. 
Hirst  agreed,  and  proposed  that  the  rest 
of  the  minutes  of  the  Committee  should  be 
taken  after  conclusion  of  public  business. 
The  Secretary  pointed  out  that  the  con- 
ditions laid  down  by  the  University  would 
be  negotiated  conditions,  and  if  the  Coun- 
cil did  not  like  them  the  whole  thing  would 
fall  through.  When  a  body  was  proposing 
to  contribute  substantial  sums  of  money,  he 
suggested  that  it  was  not  unreasonable  for 
it  to  say  that  conditions  must  be  attached, 
but  it  would  be  for  the  Council  to  decide 
whether  to  accept  those  conditions  or  not. 
It  was  agreed  to  postpone  the  matter  until 
after  the  conclusion  of  public  business. 

Examination  Concessions 

Fifteen  applications  were  reported  for 
examination  concessions,  of  which  two  were 
not  granted.

Ti 
Secretary  explained  that  the  matter  we: 
back  to  about  1921,  when  a  Newcast 
course  for  ex-Service  students  proved  inad 
quate,  and  facilities  were  transferred 
Sunderland,  which  gradually  develope 
into  a  satisfactory  institution.  When  Ne\ 
castle  students  urged  that  their  city  was  tl 
more  natural  centre  for  university  educ 
tion  in  north-east  England,  the  Sunderlan 
school,  in  view  of  its  expenditure  in  becOD 
ing  established,  asked  the  Society  for 
guarantee  against  competition.

Vacancies  foi* 
four  demonstrators  have  been  filled  by  the 
appointment  of  Messrs.  A.  M.  Cook,  G. 
Williams,  J.  A.  Casbolt  and  J.  E.  Pascoe. 

Finance  Committee 

The  report  of  the  Finance  Committee, 
presented  by  the  Treasurer,  recom- 
mended that  the  action  of  the  secretary  in 
making  payments  amounting  to  £2,273 
should  be  approved  ;  that  the  action  of  the 
treasurer  in  paying  accounts  amounting  to 
£12,635  should  be  approved;  and  that  the 
Trustees  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Trust 
should  be  requested  to  reimburse  to  the 
Society  the  sum  of  £58,  part  of  the  Educa- 
tion salaries  for  October. 

Branches 

It  was  reported  by  the  Organisation 
Committee  that  thirty-seven  branch  meet- 
ings and  social  functions  had  been 
arranged  for  the  remainder  of  the  session. 
Balance  sheets  were  received  from  eight 
branches,  and  the  payment  of  grants  was 
authorised.  Mr.  F.  G.  Wells  (chairman 
of  the  Committee)  said  the  Committee  had 
suggested  that,  in  cases  where  extra  expen- 
diture was  necessary,  an  appeal  might  be 
made  to  the  local  Association.  This  was 
being  done  in  many  areas. 

After  lengthy  consideration,  the  Council 
approved  a  recommendation  by  the  Organi- 
sation Committee  that  the  Branch  Repre- 
sentatives' meeting  arranged  for  February 
1947  should  be  postponed  until  September 
and  held  in  connexion  with  the  British 
Pharmaceutical  Conference  at  Torquay.  It 
was  agreed  that,  if  an  emergency  arose,  the 
Council  should  call  a  special  meeting  of 
Branch  representatives. 

Law  Committee 

The  report  of  the  Law  Committee,  pre- 
sented by  Mr.  C.  Davis  (chairman), 
showed  that  the  premises  of  1,271 
authorised  sellers,  164  listed  sellers  and  588 
drug-store  proprietors  and  similar  traders 
had  been  visited  by  the  Society's  inspectors 
and  agents.  Nineteen  cases  of  alleged 
infringements  had  been  considered  and 
appropriate  action  taken.  The  attention  of 
the  Committee  had  been  drawn  to  the  fact 
that  various  authorities  had  been  recom- 
mending the  use  of  sulphathiazole  to  bee- 
keepers for  the  treatment  of  certain  bee 
diseases.  The  recommendations  did  not 
take  account  of  the  restrictions  on  the  sale 
of  Fourth  Schedule  substances,  with  the 
result  that  pharmacists  were  receiving 
deriiands  they  could  not  properly  meet.  On 
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inquiry  the  Society  had  been  informed  by 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries 
diat  the  use  of  sulphathiazole  for  the  treat- 
ment of  bee  diseases  was  not  officially 
recommended  ;  the  Committee  had  decided 
therefore  to  inform  members  of  the  legal 
requirements. 

Strychnine  Offences 

Concern  was  expressed  that,  despite 
repeated  warnings  against  breaches  of  the 
regulations  forbidding  the  sale  of  strychnine 
without  special  authority,  offences  were  still 
being  committed  by  pharmacists.  The 
Secretary  said  it  had  to  be  realised  that 
the  Council  was  performing  a  public  duty 
in  this  matter.  As  strychnine  was  still  being 
sold  illegally,  prosecutions  were  inevitable, 
but  the  Society  limited  itself  to  placing  the 
facts  before  the  courts.  The  Law  Com- 
mittee was  asked  to  consider  means  of 
bringing  the  regulations  again  to  the  notice 
of  members. 

Quinine  Stocks  in  Pharmacies 

Mr.  J.  F.  McNeal  moved  the  following 
motion  of  which  he  had  given  notice :  — 
"  That  this  Council  considers  that  the 
Cinchona  and  Cinchona  Products  and 
Synthetic  Substitutes  Orders  should  be 
revised  and  that  stocks  available  in  phar- 
macies should  be  made  available  to  the 
public." 

He  pointed  out  that  some  concessions  had 
recently  been  made,  but  tablet  stocks 
could  not  be  used  for  making  preparations, 
and  the  tablets  were  deteriorating.  The 
Secretary  said  that,  if  licensed,  pharma- 
cists could  make  up  quinine  preparations 
or  their  own  proprietaries,  and  the  Ministry 
of  Supply  had  stated  that  nothing  would  be 
put  in  the  way  of  the  issue  of  such  licences. 

The  motion  was  passed,  and  the  secretary 
was  instructed  to  urge  the  Ministry  of 
Supply  to  remove  the  present  limitations. 

Headship  of  Pricing  Bureaux 

Mr.  a.  R,  Melhuish  called  attention  to 
the  fact  that  the  London  Insurance  Com- 
mittee had  appointed  an  administrative 
officer  as  head  of  its  N.H.L  Prescription 
Pricing  Bureau,  a  post  previously  held,  ever 
since  the  inception  of  the  Act,  by  a  pharma- 
cist. There  had  been  much  correspondence 
on  this  subject,  and  the  Ministry  of  Health 
had  made  it  clear  that  they  thought  it 
important  for  the  heads  of  pricing  offices  to 
be  pharmacists.  The  Minister  had  reserved 
the  right  to  review  the  matter  when  the 
new  health  service  came  into  operation, 
Mr.  Melhuish  felt  that  the  Society  should 


place  its  opinion  on  record.  The  Secri 
tarV  did  not  think  that,  legally,  tl 
Minister  could  do  more  than  express  a 
opinion.  Pharmaceutical  opinion,  hov 
ever,  was  much  to  the  point.  It  w 
decided  that  the  secretary  should  raise  tl 
question  in  the  Pharmaceutical  Liaise 
Gomniittec  with  the  Ministry  of  Health 

Council  Election,  1947 

The  Secretary  stated  that  there  was  r 
necessity  this  year  for  an  application  to  tl 
Privy  Council  to  modify  the  norm 
arrangements  for  holding  elections  to  tl 
Society's  Council,  which  could  according 
be  held  at  the  due  time  in  1947.

TOKEN  IMPORTS  SCHEME 
EXTENDED 

As  previously  announced  by  the  Board  of 
Trade,  arrangements  have  been  made  for 
a  small  flow  of  imports  of  certain  goods  to 
be  known  as  token  imports  to  come  into 
this  country  from  Canada,  the  U.S.A., 
Belgium  and  Switzerland.  Arrangements 
have  now  been  completed  for  extending 
these  facilities  to  France,  Denmark  and 
Sweden.  Token  imports  of  the  goods  in- 
cluded in  the  scheme  will  accordingly  be 
admitted  from  individual  manufacturers  in 
France,  Denmark  and  Sweden  at  the  same 
yearly  rate  of  20  per  cent,  by  value  of  each 
manufacturer's  pre-war  trade  with  the 
United  Kingdom  in  the  goods  in  question. 

Licence  Applications 

Applications  for  licences  to  import  the 
listed  goods  from  France,  Denmark  and 
Sweden  will  be  considered  only  when 
accompanied  by  a  token  shipment  voucher, 
identifying  the  goods  which  are  the  sub- 
ject of  the  application  with  those  of  a  speci- 
fied manufacturer  in  the  country  concerned. 
The  French  manufacturer  or  his  export 
agent  should  apply  for  token  shipment 
vouchers  to  the  appropriate  French  trade 
organisation.  A  list  of  the  organisations 
authorised  to  issue  these  vouchers  and  cer- 
tificates will  be  published  shortly  in  the 
"  Moniteur  Officiel  du  Commerce  et  de 
ITndustrie."  The  Danish  manufacturer  or 
his  export  agent  should  apply  for  token 
shipment  vouchers  to  the  Danish  Merchants' 
Guild,  the  Danish  Chamber  of  Commerce 
for  the  Provinces  or  the  Federation  of 
Danish  Industries,  The  Swedish  manufac- 
turer or  his  export  agent  should  apply  to 
the  Swedish  Trade  Commission  (Statens 
Handels  Kommission)  at  Stockholm. 

Shipment  Vouchers 

Applications  from  British  importers  for 
import  licences  under  these  arrangements 
cannot  be  considered  in  advance  of  the 
receipt  by  Import  Licensing  Department 
of  the  requisite  token  shipment  vouchers. 
Premature  applications  will  prove  only  a 
source  of  confusion  and  will  not  assist  in 
any  way  to  secure  a  favourable  considera- 
tion of  the  subsequent  application  duly 
accompanied  by  the  necessary  voucher.  The 
procedure  set  out  above  does  not  affect 
applications  for  import  licences  for  goods 
which  are  not  included  in  the  items  subject 
to  the  token  import  arrangements.  Such 
applications  will  continue  to  be  dealt  with 
under  the  existing  procedure. 
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EXPORTS  TAKE  WINGS 

What  Air  Transport  Offers  to  the  Exporter  of  Pharmaceutical  Produc 


AT  one  time  the  use  of  air  conveyance 
was  confined  to  goods  having  a  high 
urgency  factor,  such  as  films,  news- 
papers, spare  parts  for  machinery,  etc., 
where  the  need  for  the  particular  product 
to  reach  its  destination  at  the  quickest  pos- 
sible speed  was  of  overriding  importance. 
Although  air  transport  is  still  the  best 
method  of  dispatch  for  such  urgent  articles, 
the  extent  of  its  appeal  has  been  consider- 
ably broadened,  and  many  people  are  basing 
their  present  export  drives  on  the  assump- 
tion that  certain  of  their  products  can  now 
reach  the  overseas  markets  by  air  in  a  mat- 
ter of  hours  and  days,  as  against  weeks  by 
other  methods. 

Advantages  for  High-quality  Goods 

,  It  is  generally  accepted  that  goods  of 
high  value  and  of  low  weight  and  small  size 
are  especially  suited  to  air  carriage.  There 
are,  however,  several  other  important  rea- 
sons why  an  increasing  number  of  exporters 
are  forwarding  their  high-quality  goods  as 
air  freights.  The  packing  of  commodities 
is  greatly  simplified,  and  the  exporter  is 
enabled  to  take  advantage  of  special  light 
forms  of  both  packing  and  container  with 
corresponding  savings  in  weight  and  con- 
sequently in  freight  costs.  The  reason  for 
the  reduction  in  packing  costs  is  that,  by 
the  very  nature  of  the  aircraft  structure, 
cargo  must  be  handled  with  extreme  care. 
Thus  packages  and  contents  are  less  liable 
to  suffer  from  compression  due  to  high 
stacking  or  from  shearing  strains  due  to 
rough  starting  and  stopping  of  trucks.  Risk 
of  contamination  from  other  cargoes  is  re- 
duced to  a  minimum,  and  the  possibility  of 
damage  or  pilferage  en  route  is  reduced 
to  proportions  that  may  be  safely 
ignored. 

Speed  in  transit  is  now  such  that  goods 
that  would  ordinarily  require  special  re- 
frigerator space  are  enabled  to  reach  mar- 
kets in  excellent  condition  though  carried 
in  normal  cargo  holds ;  time  taken  in  con- 
veyance is  a  matter  of  hours  instead  of 
weeks,  and  the  handling  of  the  goods  is 
reduced  to  a  minimum.  These  impressive 
advantages  of  air  transport  are  being  more 
and  more  appreciated  by  enterprising  ex- 
porters of  pharmaceutical,  medicinal  and 
cosmetic  items.  Air  transit  appeals  especi- 
ally to  manufacturers  of  cosmetics,  drugs 
and  serums,  which  may  be  adversely  affected 
by  long  periods  of  storage  in  hot  and  humid 


climates.  By  intelligent  use  of  air  tra 
port,  a  small  but  liberally  varied  range 
goods  may  be  maintained  overseas,  a 
necessary  replacements  received  promp 
by  air  in  first-class  condition.  By  the  i 
of  air,  moreover,  urgent  hospital  suppl 
reach  the  colonies  and  distant  territor 
with  the  utmost  speed.  The  latest  devel< 
ments  in  medical  science  and  all  that  I 
experience  of  British  scientists  at  home  c 
mean  to  humanity,  are  made  available 
the  world  at  large  within  a  short  space 
time.

results.  Air  provides  the  means.  Frequent 
visits  abroad,  which  would  have  been  quite 
impossible  when  reliance  had  to  be  placed 
solely  on  surface  transport,  are  now 
thoroughly  practicable.  As  an  example,  an 
absence  of  six  weeks  gives  a  business  man, 
by  sea,  only  approximately  two  weeks  to 
attend  to  his  Indian  affairs.  In  contrast  to 
.that  an  executive  going  by  air  can  visit  the 
main  centres  of  Karachi,  Delhi  and  Cal- 
cutta, flying  a  total  of  14,000  miles,  and 
be  back  at  his  office  in  London  within  ten 
days,  having  spent  about  one-third  of  that 
time  in  the  air. 

It  is  essential  that  due  regard  should  be 
paid  to  all  aspects  of  cost.  If  a  highly  paid 
official  is  away  from  his  home  office  for  a 
matter  of  three  weeks  on  an  air  journey  to 
South  Africa,  sixteen  days  of  the  period 
are  available  for  securing  business,  and  the 
relatively  higher  air  fare,  compared  with 
the  shipping  rate,  assumes  less  weight. 
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THE  WEEK  IN  PARLIAMENT 

By  a  Member  of  the  Press  Gallery,  House  of  Commons 


Replying  on  November  4  to  Mr.  L,  D. 
Gammans,  who  asked  about  the  British- 
Soviet  trade  pact,  Mr.  H.  A.  Marquand 
(Secretary  for  Overseas  Trade)  said  :  The 
agreement  reached  at  the  beginning  of 
September  with  the  Soviet  trade  delegation 
provided  for  the  settlement  of  certain  out- 
standing problems  relating  to  the  supply  to 
the  U.S.S.R.  of  civilian  goods  manufac- 
tured in  this  country  under  the  Civil  Sup- 
plies Agreement  of  1941  ;  for  assistance  by 
His  Majesty's  Government  to  the  Soviet 
Government  in  concluding  contracts  for  the 
purchase  of  natural  rubber ;  and  for  the 
supply  by  Russia  to  this  country  during  the 
remainder  of  the  1946  shipping  season  of 
softwood.  It  was  part  of  the  understand- 
ing reached  with  the  Soviet  Trade  Delega- 
tion that  the  settlement  of  the  difficulties 
outstanding  under  the  1941  Agreement 
would  open  the  way  to  full  discussions 
about  the  expansion  of  trade  between 
Russia  and  this  country.  Talks  on  this 
wider  subject  have  already  begun. 

Hospital  Equipment  in  Chile 

Equipment  for  hospitals  in  Chile  was  the 
subject  of  a  question  by  Sir  Patrick  Han- 
NON.  who  asked  the  President  of  the  Board 
of  Trade,  on  November  4,  if  his  atten- 
tion had  been  called  to  the  decision  of  the 
Government  of  Chile  to  construct  seventeen 
new  hospitals  ;  and  if  British  manufacturers 
of  hospital  equipment  had  been  informed  of 
the  opportunities  which  now  offered  to 
secure  as  large  a  share  as  possible  of  this 
market. 

Mr.  Marquand  :  I  understand  that  the 
Chilean  Public  Health  Department  has  been 
authorised  to  build  sixty  new  hospitals  at  a 
cost  of  500,000,000  Chilean  pesos  and  that 
work  on  seventeen  of  these  has  com- 
menced. Equipment  for  them  will  be  pur- 
chased by  public  tender.  So  far,  these  ten- 
ders have  not  yet  been  issued,  and  no  details 
of  them  have  been  published,  but  so  soon  as 
they  are  available  we  will  communicate 
them  to  United  Kingdom  industry. 

Free  Market  in  Rubber 

Mr.  Marquand  announced  that  the  Gov- 
ernment had  decided  to  restore  a  private 
trade  in  rubber  and  to  permit  the  re-estab- 
lishment of  the  London  rubber  market ;  the 
market  would  be  free  to  resume  its  normal 
activities  from  November  18.  This  would 
enable  the  importation  of  rubber  on  private

Stages  of  Health  Bill

spectacles.  A  Lords  amendment  that  had 
provided  that  doctors  should  be  paid  by  the 
capitation  system  as  a  general  rule,  and  not 
by  salary  plus  capitation,  was  rejected.  The 
Minister  (Mr,  Aneurin  Bevan)  said  that 
competition  for  patients  was  not  always  a 
good  thing.  The  Lords  accepted  the  Com- 
mons amendments. 

The  national  loaf  was  criticised  by  Mr. 
Garry  Allighan  in  the  House  on  Novem- 
ber 4  as  being  a  "  noxious  and  mysterious 
concoction  masquerading  under  the  fine 
British  name  of  bread."  He  spoke  of 
"  mites  and  mildew  "  that  "  eat  their  way 
very  quickly  into  the  alleged  bread  if  it  is 
kept  for  any  length  of  time,"  and  referred 
to  it  as  a  "  menace  to  British  health." 

Dr.  Edith  Summerskill  (Parliamentary 
Secretary)  replied  "  It  is  eminently  superior 
to  the  loaf  which  Mr.  Allighan  consumed 
before  the  war." 

Mr.  E.  p.  Smith  :  Is  Dr.  Summerskill 
aware  that  the  presence  of  picric  acid  in 
the  wheat  destroys  the  vitamins  in  the 
wheat  kernels?  Dr.  Summerskill  replied 
that  she  was  aware  of  that  fact,  and  added, 
"  we  are  making  an  addition,  in  the  form 
of  calcium  carbonate,  which  is  an  antidote." 

Campaign  for  Increased  Production 

When  the  House  of  Commons  discussed 
trade  and  industry  on  November  5,  the 
debate  produced  two  important  Mini- 
sterial speeches,  the  one  calling  for 
increased  production,  the  other  predicting 
a  slump.  The  debate  had  been  opened 
by  Mr.  J.  W.  Belcher  (Parliamentary  Sec- 
retary to  the  Board  of  Trade),  who  said  that 
the  shortage  of  fuel  and  power  affected  all 
industries.  He  declared  that  Britain  was 
having  to  buy  a  very  large  proportion  of 
her  requirements  from  dollar  sources,  since 
European  production  had  not  yet  suffi- 
ciently recovered  to  enable  the  country  to 
obtain  the  goods  required  from  those 
areas.  But  while  outgoings  were  largely  in 
dollars,  much  of  the  incomings  was  in 
Indian  or  African  currencies  not  change- 
able for  dollars.  Whereas  50  per  cent,  of 
British  imports  came  from  America,  only 
about  14  per  cent,  of  our  exports  went 
there.  "  We  have  all  got  to  hold  back 
while  production  is  built  up  by  avoiding 
unecessary  expenditure,  and  by  not  pressing 
for  higher  wages  or  increased  salaries,"  He 
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called  for  an  increase  in  productivity  both 
on  the  part  of  management  and  labour; 
Both  sides  of  industry  should  be  prepared 
to  put  behind  them  the  methods  and  ideas 
which  were  associated  with  the  era  of  mass 
unemployment,  and  tackle  the  new  era  with 
open  minds  freed  from  all  inhibitions. 
Management  needed  to  be  more  highly 
skilled  and  more  conscious  of  the  import- 
ance of  the  human  element  in  the  labour 
force.  Greater  attention  must  be  paid  to 
re-equipment  with  modern  machinery  and 
the  use  of  up-to-date  methods.  On  the 
side  of  labour  all  restrictions  and  the  idea 
of  spinning  out  the  job  to  prevent  unem- 
ployment later  on  had  to  go.  However 
short  or  long  the  hours,  voluntary  absentee- 
ism must  become  a  most  exceptional  occur- 
rence. The  Government,  he  said,  had  set 
up  in  the  Board  of  a  Trade  a  Production 
Efficiency  Section  which  was  rapidly  be- 
coming the  Mecca  of  many  harassed  indus- 
trialists. 

Mr.  Alfred  Edwards,  an  industrialist, 
spoke  of  difficulties  he  had  had  with  the 
Board  of  Trade,  and  then  said  "What 
frightens  me  is  that  when  one  goes  into 
Government  departments  one  finds  there 
are  many  people  in  those  departments  who

EMPIRE  AND  FOREIGN  NEWS 


Helsinki  Chemical  Congress. — At  the 

annual  congress  of  the  Association  of 
Chemists  from  the  North,  held  recently 
in  Helsinki,  Finland,  the  countries  repre- 
sented were  Sweden,  Denmark,  Norway  and 
Finland. 

New  U.S.  Pharmacy  School. — The  Uni- 
versity of  Wyoming,  at  Laramie,  has  opened 
a  school  of  pharmacy.  The  school  will  be 
in  the  charge  of  Dr.  David  W.  O'Day,  Ph.C, 
formerly  on  the  faculty  of  the  College  of 
Pharmacy  at  the  University  of  Colorado. 

New  Grass  Insecticide. — A  new  type  of 
grass  which  is  claimed  to  repel  insects  of 
all  kinds  and  to  be  distasteful  even  to  snakes 
has  been  reported  in  Venezuela.  The  grass 
secretes  an  oily  substance  which  mosquitoes 
and  ticks  find  unpleasant  although  hurnan 
beings  are  not  affected,  it  is  stated.  Tick- 
infested  cattle  fed  on  the  grass  were  found 
free  of  these  pests  after  a  short  while.  In 
addition,  the  grass  is  beneficial  to  cattle  and 
will  yield  a  heavy  crop  of  hay. 

American  State  Controls  Barbiturates* 
— The  New  Jersey  Board  of  Pharmacy  has 
announced,  states  a  New  York  report,  a 
regulation  prohibiting  the  repeating  of  pre- 
scriptions for  barbiturates.

U.S.  Drug  and  Chemical  Report 

New  York,  November  8 

Basic  coal-tar  chemicals  continue  to  display 
a  very  strong  tone  with  no  visible  prospects 
of  any  supply  relief  in  the  near  future. 
Naphthalene  is  in  particularly  strong 
demand  from  phthalic  anhydride  producers. 
Fine  Ghemicals,  almost  without  exception, 
continue  in  short  supply ;  Menthol  has 
moved  into  a  firmer  position  despite  the 
arrival  of  about  twenty-five  tons  from  Brazil 
and  reports  to  the  effect  that  a  considerable 
quantity  of  Ghinese  material  is  on  its  way 
here.  The  U.S.  Gommercial  Gorporation 
has  also  announced  that  a  further  consign- 
ment of  Japanese  menthol  can  be  expected 
— about  the  same  quantity  as  comprised  the 
the  first  shipment  (thirteen  tons).  Widely 
varying  reports  of  the  new  Brazilian  crop 
continue  to  reach  the  trade  here ;  some 
sources  place  present  stock  in  that  country 
at  about  27s  tons  and  production  from  the 
new  crop  oil  at  almost  the  same  quantity 
while  others  estimate  the  figures  as  low  as 
100  and  seventy-five  tons  respectively. 

Olive  oil  is  selling  at  approximately 
double  the  old  maximum  price  of  about  $5 
per  gall,  which  itself  compares  with  the  pre- 
war price  below  $2.  An  inactive  demand 
persists  for  Mercury  with  imported 
material  still  being  offered  at  prices  con- 
siderably below  those  prevailing  a  few 
weeks  ago  ;  reports  that  a  Spanish-Italian 
quicksilver  "  cartel  "  will  come  into  opera- 
tion this  month  are  largely  discounted  here 
as  a  result  of  similar  rumours  some  weeks 
ago  which  never  materialised.  Importers 
of  Madagascar  Vanilla  beans  are  now 
permitted  to  purchase  beans  from  any  ship- 
per they  choose ;  it  is  reported  that  the 
export  quota  system  has  been  discontinued 
by  the  French  Golonial  government. 

Supplies  of  foreign  drugs  are  limited  by 
the  shipping  position  while  continued  Food 
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and  Drug  Administration  rejection  of  im- 
ported products  is  tending  to  force  prices 
higher.  Recent  shipments  which  did  not 
come  up  to  F.D.A.  standards  included  more 
than  2,000  bags  of  Capsicums  and 
Chillies,  about  800  bags  of  Cassia  and 
100  drums  of  Cod-liver  oil.  Carnauba 
WAX  presents  an  unsettled  picture  with 
Brazilian  exporters  reported  eager  to  sell 
large  blocks  of  wax  and  importers  here 
holding  off  in  the  expectation  of  reduced 
prices.  Promise  of  an  early  offering  of 
new-crop  domestic  Lycopodium  together 
with  supplies  expected  from  overseas  is 
tending  to  keep  current  prices  down 
despite  the  scarcity  of  material.  Turnover 
of  many  Essential  Oils  is  limited.  There 
are  moderate  supplies  of  French  Lavender 
oil  available  and  some  good-quality  Bul- 
garian Rose  oil  has  been  offered.  The 
recently  excited  conditions  in  Spearmint 
and  Peppermint  oils  have  died  down 
although  the  former  product  remains  vir- 
tually unobtainable.  Some  improvement  in 
the  supply  of  Aromatics  has  been  noted 
following  the  resumption  of  operations 
after  a  strike  affecting  this  industry.

India  Retains  Oil  Control. — The  Indian 
Government  has  decided  to  continue  the 
policy  of  co-ordinated  control  over  prices 
and  the  movement  of  edible  oils  and  oil- 
seeds in  conformity  with  the  All-India  basic 
plan.  As  regards  exports,  there  is  no  change 
in  the  present  policy  to  permit  exports  of 
only  such  quantities  which  are  in  excess  of 
the  needs  of  the  country  and  to  allow  ex- 
ports of  oil  in  preference  to  oilseeds.  Details 
of  export  prices,  the  method  of  export  and 
the  quantities  to  be  exported  are  engaging 
the  attention  of  the  Indian  Government. 

New  Zealand  Foreign  Trade. — There 
was  a  delay  in  the  issue  of  import  licences 
for  pharmaceuticals  during  the  early  part 
of  this  year,  but  the  position  has  now  im- 
proved, states  a  Wellington  report.  Sup- 
plies have  increased,  the  only  shortages  now 
being  those  commodities  originating  in 
dollar  areas.  The  U.K.  is  making  every 
effort  to  fulfil  all  New  Zealand's  require- 
ments of  drugs  and  pharmaceutical  chemi- 
cals, and  the  shipping  position  has  con- 
siderably eased  in  recent  months.  Medical 
and  dental  equipment  are,  however,  in 
short  supply,  owing  to  lack  of  skilled 
workers  and  raw  materials. 

Egyptian  Chemical  Industry. — Egypt's 
war-time  developed  chemical  and  pharma- 
ceutical industries,  now  faced  with  foreigri 
competition,  are  gradually  replacing  their 
old  and  obsolete  installations  with  modern 
equipment  and  are  in  the  process  of  engag- 
ing adequate  technical  and  scientific  per- 
sonnel. The  pharmaceutical  industry  has 
contributed  to  the  economic  and  industrial 
development  of  the  country  and  at  present 
includes  some  forty  establishments  and 
laboratories  with  an  approximate  capital 
of  £E500,ooo.  The  largest  are  the  Doche, 
Ecadil,  Societe  Misr,  Isis  and  Memphis. 
Production  is  varied;  in  1945,  20,000 
different  products,  1,200  of  which  were 
pharmaceutical  and  fine  chemical  goods, 
were  turned  out.  The  demand  from  foreign 
countries  for  Egyptian  pharmaceutical  pro- 
ducts has  been  principally  from  Syria  and 
Greece.  In  the  early  months  of  1946,  most 
of  the  plants  were  subjected  to  problems 
arising  out  of  price  reductions  of  newly 
imported  raw  materials,  and  the  large  influx 
of  foreign  products  which  caused  a  sharp 
decrease  in  prices  in  general.  This  resulted 
in  a  severe  loss  on  stocks  already  produced 
at  much  higher  rates,  which  however,  were 
largely  covered  during  the  second  quarter 
of  the  year.

Capital  and  Revenue  Items

— D.  L. — This  is  an 
expression  formerly  used  in  Austria,  Italy 
and  Russia  for  alcohol  by  volume  at  6o°  F. 

Colouring  Tennis  Courts. — J.  M. — The 

details  of  processes  for  colouring  stone  chip- 
pings  used  for  tennis  courts  and  other  pur- 
poses are  usually  closely  guarded  trade 
secrets,  but  the  general  principles  of  two 
processes  used  are  as  follows : 

1 .  The  chippings  are  treated  with  a  black 
bituminous  product  and,  after  being  laid 
in  the  tennis  court,  are  sprayed  with  a  paint 
of  appropriate  colour. 

2.  The  chippings  are  treated  with  a  light- 
coloured  bituminous  "  binder  "  in  which  a 
pigment  is  incorporated,  and  the  coloured 
chippings  are  then  laid  in  the  tennis  court. 
The  pigment  used  may  be  coloured  earth 
or  a  mineral.
